Papers Served on Mayor In Atlantic 
City—Surgeon Demands $13,000.

summonses here to-night in the civil suit 
| brought against® him by Dr. William J.

| pital of Hoboken, for $18,000 for services 
| rendered following the attempt on his life 
in Jersey City last year. The papers were 
served on him in the exchange of the 
Marlborough-Blenheim, where he is tak- 
ing a ten-day rest; by under Sheriff 
Joseph Bartlett of this:county, who was 
accompanied by Mark Townsend, a law- 
yer in the office of Edwards & Smith of 
Jersey City, counsel for the surgeon. 

Dr. Arlitz alleges that his bill for $7,500 
was turned down by the Board of Alder 
then of New York, who assumed lability 
for the expense incident to the attempted 
assassination, although they paid fancy 
prices to New York surgeons called into 
sonsultation. He received an offer of 
$2,500, but this he refused. 

This is the first time the lawyers have 
been able to catch Mayor Gaynor on Jer- 
sey soll. He was taken by surprise. The 
writ is returnable in. Hudson County on 
Feb. 29.

OVER CHARITY FETE 


Ambassador Bryce Withdraws as 
Patron of Society Durbar at 
the Astor and Then Returns. 


EXPLANATIONS OVER WIRE 


_Ceremony Would Be Burlésqued 
Wae Without Foundation.

Through the gates of ‘ Delhi-Manhat- 
tan,” so designated in the artistic in- 
vitation cards, moved last night .with 
stately tread into the great bajlroom of 
the Astor the procession. of the Grand 
Durbar Féte, given for the benefit of 
the New York Association for the Blind. 
The picturesque marchers.in the bright- 
colored trappings of the Orient, escorted 
by a clanking detail of Squadron A.and 
the Naval Reserves, formed a brilliant 
picture as they entered the room. The 
official rejoicing over one of the largest 
and. most successful events of the social 
season was dimmed, however, for at the 
eleventh hour Ambassador 
written a letter practically withdrawing 
the names of himself and wife from the 
lists of distinguished patrons. of the af- 
fair. 


The letter came as a surprise to, both 
Miss Winifred Holt, the founder and Sec- 
retary of the association, and President 
John 4H. Finley of the City ' College, 
head of the association. Miss, Holt tele- 
Sraphed’ at once to the Ambassador in 
Washington, and later Dr. Finley talked 
to him over the long-distance telephone. 
It was hot until nearly time -for the 
Durbar to begin that Mr. Bryce with- 
drew all objections, and his name and 


the name of Mrs. Bryce remained on \the 
list of patrons. 


British Consul General Acts. 


The intimation of withdrawal of the 
British Ambassador came in a short letter 
from Walter Courtenay Bennett, British 
Consul General in this city, to Dr. Finley. 
This was supplemented by a telegram from 
the Ambassador to Miss Holt. The reason 
for this withdrawal is said to have been 


the objections of the Ambassador to any 
burlesque of the Indian Durbar, the 
crowning of the British King and Queen 
as Emperor and Empress of ey being 
regarded by Englishmen as a thing to be 
no more lightly treated than their coro- 
nation as monarchs of their native isles. 

Some one had informed the Ambassador 
that the whole affair was to be a trav- 

esty. . The instructions to Mr. Bennett, 
President Fink ey said, were rather in the 
nature of an inquiry, though the intima- 
tion wag t their names must be with- 
drawn. - 

Mr. Bennett would not discuss the let- 
ter yesterday except to, admit that it had 
been sent. and. to add, ‘‘ you can certainly 
read the trath between the lines,’ He 

was asked whether the Ambassador in 
withdrawing himself and his wife as 
patrons of the féte was_not moved by the 
sentiment which Bnglishmen have voiced 
in-complaining of the féte as. a cafica- 
ture of an official act inthe coronation 
of the King and Queen. 

“You have the. facts correctly,” was 
his reply, though he hastened to add that 
he did not believe the Association for the 
Blind intended the slightest disrespect. 

Miss Holt was ‘much annoyed when 
seen at her home, East Seventy- 
eighth Street. She said that there had 
been a misunderstanding and that was 
all. As to “dear Mr. Bryce’”’ withdraw- 
ing? Oh, dear, no! He was in perfect 
apatny with the Association. and its 
work. 

Though she would not give out the text 
of the tele sent to her by the Am- 
bassador 8 gave out this copy of a 
reply she had sent by wire: 

Bryce, British Ambas- 
on, D. C.:

“Perhaps some of those. not asked to 
be patrons were jealous,’”’’ added Miss 
Holt in discussing how the Ambassador 
got his Mad Ca that a burlesque was 
intended t-the Durbar to-night there 
is no Ki ar Queen. I was asked some 
time ago oe put in a x J and Queen, but 
I refused: he Durbar is a simple piece 
of nonsense and could not be taken seri- 
ously. No attempt was made, or even 
suggested to burlesque the Indian cere- 
mony. We have not striven even to imi- 
tate it.”

Mr. Collier’s wife and daughter were. 
presented to the Kaiser and Kaiserin 
on Jan. 19. by thé American Ambassa- 
dor. The family has also received 
conspicuous: attentions from royalty 
and Court and other exalted society 
leaders. 

To-day the Berliner Tageblatt, in 
connection with the controversy he- 
tween the Kaiger_and the Social Demo- 
crats over the reception of the Socialist 
Vice President of the Reichstag, pub- 
lishes excerpts from Mr, Collier's book, 
“ England ‘and the English,’’ which con- 
tains very derogatory references to 
Germany. 

The Tageblatt draws an analogy be- 
tween the Kaiger’s disinclination to re- 
ceive a Socialist official of Parliament 
and the welcome extended to an 
“American millionaire litterateur,” 
who said that the Germans were “the 
boors of Europe” and that “there 
would be few tears shed in any capital 
of Christendom were they chastened.” 

The Tageblatt wants to know why 
“an errant enemy of the Fatherland, 
who thinks and writés in that fashion, 
is allowed to approach the Emperor, 
while his wife and daughter draw their 
scintillating court trains through the 
exclusive halls of the royal castle.” 

The Tageblatt thinks it scandalous 
that a. man who sighs for the “ chasten- 
ihe” of Germany should be permitted 
to make himself at home in the sacred 
atmosphere of the throne, while: the 
door of the palace ts slammed in the 
esti face of a chosen ‘Tepresentative of the 
péopls. 

Mr. Collier's references to Germans 
had been a matté® of gossip in of- 


&\ ficial and military citcles in. Berlin 


after the presentations at Court were 
first announced. It had, as a matter 
of fact, been arranged to “‘ expose” 
him on the very eve of his presentation 
with a view to preventing it. Repre- 
sentations to that effect were unof~ 
ficially: made to the American Embas- 
sy, but the “ exposure,” for some rea- 
son or other, was not made, and the 
Colliers have been basking in the most 
brilliant social atmosphere, with 
Princes and Princesses, both as suena 
and hosts. ‘ 

Thé Germans who have dug up “Eng: 
land and the\English” have not only 
discovered that Mr. Collier called the 
Germans the “‘ boors of Europe,’’ but 
that he predicted that the English

them like chaff if a hundred or two 
hundred thousand Germans with their 
machine-like methods and lack of in- 
itiativé and dependence on. bureaucra- 
cy ever landed on English shores.

Minton. . ““Strychnine is. fre- 
uently administered as a tonic to pa-

in good faith and with the most honora- 
ble intentions.”’ 

Dr. Minton showed the box of tablets to 
Tue Times reporter. There were sixteen 
in all, and the total quantity of strych- 
nine contai ed in them would not have 
been sufficient to cause the death of an 
adult, he declared. 

“ The dangerous feature of such a pre 
scription,” he. explained, “ would be in 
the intentional administration of an over- 
dose. If the directions on the box, which 
were embodied in the prescription, were 
closelyaebeyed there would be -absolutely 
no danger. 

Dr. Minton admitted that, so far as he 
was concerned, he did Rt think that 
strychnine was a proper mulant in the 
case of Mr. Haslett.

To Declare the Plan Unconstitutional 
Would Imply, Decision Says, Power 
to Build Up.a'New Government.

AWASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Supreme 

Court of the United States, inva unani- 
mous decision, to-day refused to declare 
contrary to the Federal. Constitution the 
initiative and referendum ‘provisions im 
the State Constitution of ‘Oregon,. The 
court does not go ‘into the merits of the 
question raised that the Oregon provisions 
establish ndt a republican form of gov- 
ernment, as guaranteed by the Federal 
Constitution, but a*pure democracy. It 
simply denies. its-own jurisdiction, as- 
serti the question to pe political, 
therefore within: the reach: of action by 
Congress, and not by. the courts. 
To-day’s decision, which was handed 
down by Chief Justice ‘White, sets forth 
the view, that eclare the assailed 
provisions unconstititional. would be in 
effect to declare the whole Government 
of Oregon out of existence. Unless, then, 
in .assuming jurisdiction to make this 
declaration, the court at the same time 
assimed authority:-to reconstruct a proper 
State Government, the constitutional 
@uarantee would be a guarantee of an- 
archy, and not of order. % 

But such an: assumption, argued the 
Chief ~Justice, would be an “ inconceiv- 
able expansion of the judicial power and 
the ruinous destruction of legislative au- 
thority.”” Indeed, throughout the decision 
runs. this contmuous reference to the 
calamity of such a usurpation of legis- 
lattve functions. by the courts, and in 
this respect the decision reads like an an- 
swer to the charge of usurpation that 
from yadical ‘séurces has been directed 
against the ‘Supreme Court since the 
court’s application of the “rule of rea- 
son” to the Sherman Anti-Trust act. 

The court. does not deny that the Con- 
stitution. in Section 4 of Art. IV. does 
guarantee to ‘the State a ‘republican 
form of Government,”’ but it asserts that 
the judge of that litical requirement 
must be the’ politi arm of the Federal 
Government. The decision implies that 
the admissionyto the National Councils by 
the Houses of Congress of thewrepregenta- 
tives of a State as actually: governed is a 
tacit affirmation that the Government 
defacto is the Rage te yen de jure, and as 
such agreeable to thé requirements of the 
Constitution, ; ; 


Congress Alone to Decide, 


“Tt is important,” says the decision of 
the case at issue, “‘ since it calls upon us 
to- decide whether it is: the duty of the 
courts or the province of Congress to de- 
termine whether a State has ceased to be 
repblican in form and to” enforce the 

arantee of the Constitution on the sub- 
ect. It is not novel, as the question has 
long since been determined by this court 
conformably to the practice of the Gov- 
ernment from the beginning to be po- 
litical in character atid therefore not 
cognizable by the judicial power, but sole- 
ly committed by the Constitution to the 
judgment of Congress.’ 

The decision ends the long litigation 
arising in the case of the Pacific States 
Telegraph and Telephone Company, 
plaintiff in error, to. the Supreme Court of 
Oregon, against the State of Oregon. 

The appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States is based on arguments 
grouped undér six heads. But all of these 
arguments, the Chief Justice states, are 
but superficial variations of the plea that 
by establishing a pure democracy the 
State of Oregon has contravened Section 
4, Art. IV. of the Constitutien, providing:

Court Upholds Minresota Revenue 
Tax, but Reverses Oklahoma's. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ‘19.—Holding the 
Minnesota gross revenue tax law on ex- 
press companies to be constitutional in 
one decision, the'!Supreme Court of: the 
United States to-day, in another decision, 
held q similar law of Oklahoma uncon- 
stitutional. 

The Oklahoma law was found to be 
more than a tax. on property, and was 
distinguished from the Minnesota case on 
that ground. The Oklahoma law was ex- 
pected to bring into the State treasury 
about $3,000,000. Tne decision in the Min- 
nesota case will enable thet State. to -re- 
cover approximately $100,000 in taxes 
from express companies. 

The Colorado statute of 107, levying 
an annual State corporation license tax 
of 2 cents upon each thousand dollars 
capital stock of fore corporations do- 
ing business within the State, was held 
invalid by the Supreme Court. It was 
charged that the law was a burden on 
inter-State commerce. 


ACCUSE STEPHENSON. 


Wisconsin Senator’s Right to Seat 
Contested by Minority. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The issue as 
to the right of Isaac Stephenson of Wis- 
consin to his seat in the United States 
Senate, to which he was re-elected three 
years ago, was brought squarely before 
the Senate to-day when Senators.Jones, 


Kenyon, and Clapp, Republicans, and Lea 
and Kern, Democrats, presented a minor- 
ity. report against. Mr. Stephenson. The 
majority report, exonerating Senator 
Stephenson from charges of corruption, 
already had been presented by Senator 
Heyburn with the announcement that he 
would call up the case in the Senate this 
afternoon. he case has been under in-: 
vestigation since last Summer. 
Heyburn heads the sub-committee which 
conducted the inquiry, 

The minority report contends that Sen- 
ator Isaac Stephenson is not entitled to 
his. seat. spe os ages J to the fact that the 
Senator, through his lieutenants, spent 
$107,793 in his campaign, and that candi- 
dates for the State Legislature spent pro- 
portionately large sums, the report quotes 
frgm the majority report: “Such ex- 
pénditures were in violation of the funda- 
mental principles underlying our system 
of Government, “which contemplated the 
selection of candidates by the electors and 
not the selection of electors by the candi- 
date.””

There isn’t much_left to learn about the 
show. business after seeing Ned Way- 
burn’s new act, (they’re all acts in the 
vaudevilles, no matter how elaborate,) 
which was gags at the Victoria yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Wayburn, an all the Great White 
Way knows, is a producer of musical 
comedies and a trainer of dancers. He 
calls his act “The Producer.” And it is 
doubtful if anything short of a corre- 
spondence school course in how to be an 
actor would throw as much light upon 
“the mysterious land behind the scenes.” 
In fact, Mr. Wayburn practically gives 
the “‘ whole show” away. 

Possibly he has overlooked some detail 
by which the public is made to believe 
that the imitation is the real. But noth- 
ing ‘of importance from the rain and the 
snow, as Frank Tinney says, to heat 
lightning, thunderathe beating ‘of the surf 
upon the shore, and the tap-tap of horses’ 
hoofs as the “cavalry approaches” is 
omitted from the revelations. And the 
difference between doing these things 
well, and doing them ill, is illustrated 
with a good deal of cleverness. 

Of course, the question may well be 
asked if all‘this sort of thing isn’t making 
the way of the producer just a little 
harder? But, after all, that is his affair. 
If while providing an hour’s amusement 
he is taking the wind out of his own and 
somebody else’s sails what’s the harm 
from the public's point of view? There 
isn’t much illusion veft enywey. 

To begin with, Mr. Wayburn’s act 
shows what is supposed to be the pro- 
ducer’s office with the familiar scenes of 
comic and serious applicants for work 
and the brash, direct, sometimes brutal 
method of dealing with them. It is the 
morning after a New York dbening, and 
the producer isn't in any -too good a hu- 
mor anyhow. Mr. Wayburn doesn’t hes- 
itate to satirize himself while doing the 
same for others, so you see him reward- 
ing thoseewho flatter his vanity while 
unceremoniously ejecting those who 
praise the others in the show. For it ap- 
pears that this producer acts as well as 
stages ‘his shows. The scene is brou ht 
to an end by cries of fire, and the illu- 
minated drop at thé back shows very ef- 
fectively the attempts at rescue’ of blonde 
chorus girls being carried down the lad- 
ders by the fireman. 

‘ That's the first fire in the {meng 
this week,” remarks Wayburn, ‘ I guess 
Eva Tanguay is paying for this one. 
After a passage with noble sentiments 
from the producer who upholds the dig- 
nity and morality of the profession while 
reading the riot to a so-called Angel who 
tries to make his way behind the scenes 
‘the stage itself is shown. Then come the 
various details of rehearsal. 

Mr. Wayburn, being an expert on danc- 
ing steps, develops much that is fresh and 
novel in this ae of the act, the methods 
of teaching the steps and evolutions be- 
ing especially interesting to that general 
public which always wonders how it is all 
accomplished. But the scene is much too 
long—half of it could be cut with advan- 
tage. This done the climax of the act, 
showing the ballet and principals making 
their entrances, changing costume, Mi 
on, the opening night of the show, ‘woud 
be far more effective. All that “The 
Producer’ needs, in fact, is the blue 
pencil to make it ‘a distinctly big and un- 
usually interesting vaudeville number. 

Of Mr. Wayburn’s cleverness there can 
be no doubt. And he has selected a num- 
ae ot amusing people to fill in the long 
cast.

JUSTICE PITNEY. 

The country and its highest judicial 
bench, we think, have lost nothing, 
rather have théy gained, by President 
Tarr’s deliberation in choosing a suc- 
cessor to Justice Harkuan. The public 
reputation, the record, and the achieve- 
ments of Chancellor Pitney give assur- 
ance that Mr.. Tart bas made a very 
‘wise choice, a choice that must serve to 
enhance the reputation of the Supreme 
Court. The name of Chancellor Pirnsr, 
more than that of any other Justice 
mentioned in connection with the ap- 
pointment, will carry: the assurance of 
high fitness and qualification. 

Chancellor Prrney is possessed of the 
judicial quality, it may be said, by in- 
heritance as well as by training. The 
son of Vice Chancellor Hmnry C. Prt- 
NEY, who was a Constitutional lawyer 
of distinction in New Jersey, and in 
whose office he studied law, Judge Prt- 
NEY has seen service as practitioner at 
the bar, where he stood very high, as 
a legislator during two terms as a mem-~- 
ber ef Congress, as a Supreme Court 
Justide in New Jersey from 1901 to 
1908, and since 1908 he has held the 
office of Chancellor. He has thus had 
experience in the making of laws and 
in construing them. Many cases of 
moment and importance have come be- 
fore him, and he has rendered de- 
cisions which have won for him a rep- 
utation for entire independence and im- 
partiality and for soundness. Judged 
by his reputation tn New Jersey, where 
he is best known, and by the respect 
shown for his decisions, Justice Prrwar 
unites the qualities that constitute in 
a high degree fitness for the office for 
which he has been named—high char- 
acter, ability, a just mind, and learning 
in the law.

CHILDREN. AND SOCIETY. 

‘Will the use of the children of Law- 
rence which the strikers are making 
have the effect which they expect? 
Without now deprecating that use, or 
challenging the pitiful assertions re- 
garding want and underpayment, p- 
suming all that the strikers allege, 
ought their plea in behalf of the chil- 
dren to be granted on their statement 
of the e? The asking of such ques- 
tions can\.eeem preposterous only to 
those who think merely of Lawrence, 
and only of to-day. But Lawrence is 
only a pin point on the earth, and this 
generation is only a pin point in time. 
It is impossible to separate Lawrence 
from Fall River and New Bedford and 
a hundred other New England cities 
and villages, or to separate all of them 
from the same sort of factory towns 
in other States. It is increasingly dif- 
ficult to separate such towns in one 
nation from those of other nations. Or, 
if such economic compartments were 
conceivable, it would remain true that 
in each of them the factory system 
must survive, since otherwise the world 
could not either feed or clothe its ex- 
isting population, which could not have 
come into existence except for the 
conditions of living which the factory 
system has made possible. In other 
words, the present is linked both to the 
past and to the future, and the whole 
case must be considered. 

The demand that something be done 
instantly for these poor children either 
by law or by society ignores how much 
has already been done for their class. 
The’ factory system is hardly in its 
second century, and it is now forgotten 
that it was based upon the exploitation 
of the labor of the children whose woes 
are now advertised in support of the 
idleness of their parents on strike 
AREWRIGHT’sS water frame was built 
low in order that children might work 
at it. The children who did work at it 
were gathered from the poorhouses, so 
pitiful was the poverty of the times 
which lacked machinery to provide it- 
self with cloth and food, and they were 
flogged and fettered at work. It is on 
the ineffaceable record that gangs of 
these poorhouse children were sold with 
mills as though they were property, 
and that when the poorhouses were 
ravaged for child labor the customary 
bargaih was that for each twenty 
sound workers one idiot should be 
taken also. We have advanced so far 
that now these children are not al- 
lowed to work, yet their condition is 
pleaded why their parents should be 
upheld in demanding fifty-six hours’ 
pay for fifty-four hours’ work, the 
same having been enacted with benev- 
olent intent but with other results, 

Nothing said here can be perverted 
into support of overworking or under- 
paying either men, women, or chil- 
dren. Its purport jis different, being 
to arouse those who profit by the fac- 
tory system to appreciation of what it 
has done for them, and of the necessity 
of considering the food and cloth ques- 
tion as parts of a whole, for they oan 
no more be separated than can eco- 
nomic systems be compartmented in 
these ‘days of wireless transmission of 
thought and steam communication. It 
would require a population of thirty 
millions to produce by hand the cloth 
woven in Fall River, which has per- 
haps one-eighth of the looms and spin- 
dles of the United States, and perhaps 
one-fortieth of the world. If cloth is 





to be woven in the old manner how 
shall the world be fed? And if the

large trees. To fell such infected trees 
when surrounded by other growth may 
result in \scattering the fungus spores, 
especially if the trees have to be dragged 
away, and if cut up and burned where 
felled they would constitute a fire men- 
ace more serious than is-the canker. 

All methods of spraying are absolutely 
useless for the reason that the spores 
after inoculation upon, the tree through 
some slight bark injury, such as the 
scratch of a bird’s claw, or at the side of 
@ broken twig, proceed to develop the 
fungus underneath the bark, where it is 
admirably protected from all outside at- 
tack.. Moreover, it is not easy to detect 
the fungus on oa tree until it has grown 
completely around the cambian layer and 
cut off the sap circulation of the leaves 
beyond. These leaves, hanging dead upon 
the branches in midsummer, may be the 
first indication of the presence of the 
fungus which ts already extensively de- 
veloped in the tree. Owing to the method 
of transmission of the fungus, it is 
“sown,” so to speak, simultaneously 
through widely scattered foci in the: for- 
ests, where its presence may escape ob- 
servation until the next season, when it 
has already become well established. In 
one instance I detected it upon a tree 
which had passed as non-infected, by 
placing a small piece of its bark in a 
warm, moist, atmosphere for two days, 
at the end of which time the character- 


luxuriant growth. 

It seems futile, for all these reasons, 
to expend hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of State maney investigating facts 
already known, chasing insects and birds, 
painting bark or throwing spraying fluids 
\in the air. Bome day the fungus may ex- 
haust its vitality and spentaneously dis- 
appear, but unhappily such low organisms 
are very tenacicus of life and endowed 
with extraordinary rapidity of growth 
and reprceductive power. Chestnut wood 
is used in so many different industries, 
from piano making to the laying of rail- 
road tics, that fts loss will be a calamity 
in the New England and Middle States, 
but, as said in your editorial, one State 
at a time is ample for conducting $100,- 
000 experiments, the outcome of which 
from all scientific analogy, is foredoomed 
to failure. The conference of delegates 
from the States beginning in Harrisburg 
to-morrow would do well to bear this prin- 
ciple in mind.

LAWRENCE STRIKE PARADE. 


Wishes New York Had Refused Per- 
mission for the Display. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

One of the most disgraceful sights ever 

witnessed in this country was that of the 
parade organized yesterday by strike leaders. 
There must be something very wrong with 
Our Municipal Government when, as the result 
of difficulties in an adjoining State, permis- 
sion is given for a procession through the 
streets of New York, headed by a band 
playing the ‘‘ Marseillaise,’’ with large red 
flags draped with crape, sashes, and ribbons 
of red, symbolic of communism, and banners 
with such incendiary sentiments as the fol- 
lowing: ‘*‘ Ettor and Giovanetti in jail attest 
the fact that the courts are in the strike- 
breaking business! ” 
‘Is it considered a decent and law-abiding 
matter to flaunt a sign carrying such an 
assertion about our courts? This looks like 
** contempt of court’ on a pretty large scale. 
As an American with the interests of his 
country very much at heart, I should like 
to know who authorized such an exhibition 
of rank rebellion and incendiarism, and I 
should furthermore be Interested in discover- 
ing whether there is any limit to the insults 
permitted to be thus promulgated in public.

Seizes Fellow-Sufferer at Bellevue 
and Averts Suicide by Jump 


from High Window. 


COLLAPSES AFTER RESCUE 


Remarkable Nerve and Strength Ex- 
hibited by a Septuagenarian 
with a Weak Heart. 


Strength engendered by sheer despera- 
tion returned yesterday to the feeble 
arms of Mrs, Yetta Goldstein, a patient 
in Bellevue Hospital, enabling her to 
figure in the thrilling rescue of a fellow- 
patient acd elevating her to be a hospital 
heroine of the first clags. 

Mrs. Goldstein is 70 years olf. Her 
malady is heart weakness, a fact in itself 
which makes her achievement remark- 
able. She saved the life of Mrs. Anna 
Doherty, who tried to commit suicide by 
leaping from a window on the third floor 
of Pavilion A, J 

Mrs. Doherty is nearly 65 years old, 
Her home is at 218 Canal Street. She 
was admitted to Bellevue a few days 
ago suffering from arterial sclerosis and 
general ability. Mrs. Goldstein’s -lhome 
is at 625 Fifth Street. ' 

Until yesterday Mrs. Doherty had been 
under restraint. It had been settled that 
she should be placed in the psychopathic 
ward. While the attendants were busy- 
ing themselves in the transfer Mrs. 
Doherty eluded them and crept unseen 
into what is known as the linen room. 

This linen room is a favorite retreat 
for Mrs. Goldstein. She had found that 
visits to the room and conversation with 
the nurses and attendants rested her and 
diverteqd her thoughts from: her illness. 
It happened yesterday that Mrs. Gold- 
stein was alone in the room when Mrs. 
Doherty entered. The irresponsible woman 
walked directly to the window, the only 
one on the floor without Iron screens. 

Mrs. Goldstein turned around just as 
Mrs. Doherty was clambering out of the 
window. Frightened and yet realizing 
the situation, Mrs. Goldstein ran across 
the floor and caught the wrists of Mrs. 
Doherty as she let herself drop from the 
sill. At this moment nurses in the Train- 
ing School in East Twenty-sixth Stree 
opposite the hospital, and employes o 
the construction supply firm of Candee, 
Smith & Rowland near by caught sight 


of Mrs. Doherty dangling from the win- 
dow sill. Some shouted to warn at- 
tachés of the pavilion, while others turned 
away in horror. They could not see that 
Mrs. Doherty’s wrists were gripped by 
another woman inside the window ledge 
who was fighting with all her strength 
to save her friend. 

Men employed at the Morgue close to 
the pavilion saw the woman hanging ap- 
pooeey by her hands from the third 
loor window. Eivery instant they looked 
for her to fall upon the picket fence be- 
low. Suddenly, to the amazement of the 
onlookers, the suspended woman was seen 
to draw herself up. After a struggle, 
apparently, she regained the sill, but 
immediately afterward lowered herself, 
and once more swayed back and forth 
with her hands resting on the window 
ledge. 

Men were running to the hospital, hop- 
ing to reach the pavilion in time to save 
the woman, when Michael Hayes, Cap- 
tain of the Charities Department steamer 
Fidelity, who had witnessed the strange 
sight, dashed into the Morgue and tele- 
phoned to the nurse in charge of Ward A 
in the pavilion.

“‘* Since 1907 new influences have con- 
trolled the company,; and the testimony 
does not show a continuance of the pol- 
icy of investing in. competing concerns,

“And again on. Page 31: ‘That since 
the death of Henry O. savemere, 2 about 
four years ago, and the accession of the 
present stockholders to control, the af- 
fairs of this company have for the. first 
time been conducted with a fair approxi- 
mation of that publicity which should ac- 
company the administration of a com- 
pany w ich controls ‘so much of a great 
commodity.’

Gov: Dix has given assurance, it was re- 
ported on excellent authority, that ,he 
will approve the ruling. As soon as this 
is done new appraisers will.be appointed. 

The action of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion reverses a ruling made after the elec- 
tion of the Democratic ticket in the Fall 
of 1910 which took the positions out of 
the exempt class before the Democratic 

tate administration took office. 

The appraisers slated for removal are: 


HBADLEY M. GREENE, Republican leader of 
the Thirty-fourth Assembly District. 

FRANK K. BOWERS, ublican leader of 
the Thirtieth Assemb hag, Seer ict. 

HARVEY T. ANDREW! formerly Republi- 
can leader of : the Thirty-first Assembly 
District. 

WILLIAM BLAU, former Secretary of the 
Hungarian Republican Club, and many 
times Republican candidate for various of- 
fices in lower east side districts.

The appraisers who are about to be re- 
moved made a bitter fight to prevent 
their being deprived. of-the protection of 
the change of classification of ‘which they 
took advantage after the Democratic vic- 
tory. They retained ex-Attorney General 
Julius M. Mayer, yesterday. appointed a 
Federal Judge by President Taft, to ar- 
gue for the continuation of their classifi- 
cation. They argued that they had be- 
come fitted for their office by experience 
and that it would be a disadvantage to 
remove them. 


The Rejected Astor Report. 


James Yeareance, the dean of the ap- 
praisers, resigned on March 28, 1911, at- 
tacking the administration of the Deputy 
State Cogntroller’s office. Mr. Yearance, 
who was Manager of the Equitable Life 


Assurance Society, had-had the apprais- 
er’s office directly above his insurance of- 
fice. The new administration moved the 
office to 165 Broadway and compelled his 
daily attendance there. 

Attention had b called to the fact 
that Yeareance was the/author of the re- 
jected report on the estate'of Caroline W. 
Astor, in which the Astor grand viano 
was appraised at $100 and gilt chairs at 
$1.75 each. Just\‘at the time Mr. Mayer 
came into the case for the appraisers, 
Surrogate Cohalan rejected Yeareance’s 
report on the estate of Albert Friedlander. 
Three weeks later Yeareance resigned. 
*Headley M. Greene, the Republican -lead- 
er of a Bronx district, also came in for 
particular mention by the Surrogate, who 
rejected his report on the estate of John 
S. Kennedy, finding in a paper attached 
to the report turned in by Greene that

Small FeatHer . Dusters Are Held 
“ Toys ’—Other Tariff Decisions. 


The ‘Board of United States General 
Appraisers. has handed down a decision 
to the effect that small feather dusters 
are to be considered “‘ toys” for dutiable 
purposes. They were imported by A. L. 
Tuska, Son-& Co. and Schauer & Co., 
and were seturned for duty:.at the rate 
of 40 per ceht. on their value under the 
provision: in the Tariff act of 1909 for 
“ feather dusters.” The importers claimed 
that the articles are not the regular dust- 
ers of commerce, but should be deemed 
toys,” with a tax of 85 per cent. Judge 
McClelland sustains the protests. 

T. H. La Fetra and other importers ob- 
jected to the Collector’s action in levying 
a so-called cumulative: duty; of 45 cents 
per dozen pairs on women’s.kid and lamb 
gloves. The-gloves were claimed ‘by the 
protestants to be of the style known as

Fifty-five Witnesses sinssotad 

to Téll of Destruction of Papers. 
Needed in Government Suit. 


JUDGE GARY HAS EXPLAINED 


Wire Trust Lawyer Sent Them rt 
Mistake to Company Official, Who 
Thought. Them of No Consequence. 


Investigation was begun yesterday before 
the Federal Grand Jury of the destruction 
of a mass of papers which would have been 
useful to the Government in its prosecu- 
tion of the equity suit for the dissolution 
of the Steel Trust. Fifty-five witnesses, 
nearly all of: whom are employes of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, were 
subpoenaed last week to appear in the 
Grand Jury room, and some of them were 
examined yesterday. 

Judge Gary, Chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation, has contended 
that the papers were destroyed in error, 
it being believed that with the pleas of 
nolo contendere in the Wire Pool cases 
that litigation came to an end and that 
once the suit was closed there was no 
Purpose in keeping the documents any 
longer. The Government maintains that 
as the documents were handed back to 
Charles MacVeagh, General Solicitor of 
the American Steel and Wire Company, on 
the written agreement that they should 
be returned whenever the Government 
needed them, they had never theoretical- 
ly passed out of the jurisdiction of the 
court, Attention is called to the fact that |; 
under the United States Criminal Code 
the removal from the custody of a court 
of any evidence is a felony punishable 
by $2,000 fine or three years’ imprison- 
ment, or. both. 

The absence of the papers was first 
made known when Henry :E. Colton, as 
special assistant to Attorney . General 
Wickersham, obtained from’ Judge George 
Gray, at Trenton, Feb. 6, a temporary in- 
junction restraining the United States 
Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries 
from mutilating or destroying any docu- 
ments required by the Government to 
substantiate its case. 

The history of the papers ts contained 
in a statement issued by Judge Gary after 
the Government had taken cognizance of 
their destruction. Mr. Gary expressed 
regret at the logs of the documents, and 
said the petition was based on the simple 
fact that in October last Frank Baackes, 
Vice President of the American Steel and 
Wire Company, ordered the destruction of 
alot of old papers which had been be- 
fore the Federal Grand Jury while it 
was investigating the Jackson Wire Pools. 

These papers were collected in the 
Spring of last year at the request of Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise from the files of 
the companies concerned in the pools. 


large trunk, and were brought from 
Worcester, Mass., and placed before the 
New York Grand Jury. 

“Instead of being retained,” Mr. Gary’s 
statement went on, “in accordance with 
the usual custom, in the custody of the 
officer producing them, during the re- 
cess of the Grand Jury, these papers 
were turned over to the District Attorney 
at his*request, in order that he and his 
assistants might have opportunity to ex- 
amine them. As I am informed, this ex- 
amination was made, and the papers were 
catalogued and their contents noted. 
Upon the examination being complete 
and upon the day the indictments were 
filed, the trunkful of papers was re- 
turned to Mr. MacVeagh, in response to 
his letter, referred to in the petition.” 

Mr. MacVeagh made a written agree- 
ment with the Government that he would 
keep the papers in his posession and hand 
them over again whenever the District 
Attorney asked for them, and, according 
to Mr. Gary’s statement, they were act-+ 
ually in his possession till he left, on 
Aug. 25, on a. two months’ vacation. By 
this time the Wire Pool indictments had 
been disposed of by the entering of pleag 
of nolo contendere by the defendants. 

It then happened that the office of Mr. 
MacVeagh and Mr. Bolling, Assistant 
General Solicitor of the American Steel 
and Wire. Company, was moved, and in 
Mr. MacVeagh’s absence Mr. Bolling had 
the trunk sent to the offices of the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire Company about 
Sept. 28. Soon afterward it was sent on 
to the office of the wire company at 
Worcestér, where it came under the con- 
trol of Mr. Baackes. 

‘‘Further inquiry developed,” said Mr. 
Gary in his statement, “that after its 
arrival at Worcester its contents were 
destroyed, by order of Mr. Baackes. Mr. 
Baackes reports that when he ordered 
the contents destroyed he supposed that 
all the prosecutions growing out of the 
Wire Pools were at an end and that the 
papers were no longer needed for any 
purpose.’

The Majority’s Power. 


Until recent years there was a dispos!- 
tion on the part of most corporations and 
corporation lawyers to regard it as proper 
for the majority to manage affairs with 
little regard for the minority interests. 
This probably led to the custom of utiliz- 
ing a small block of outstanding stock to 
effect a hold-up whenever the majority 
interest found for some reason or other 
that it must have all of the outstanding 
stock in its possession to make an im- 
portant plan possible. With the advent 
of the various railroad commissions with 
their power of regulation it came to be 
recognized that both the majority and the 
minority stockholders in the case of a 
road like the Rutland, which is not oper- 
ated independently, have their rights. The 
recognized theory now is that the major- 
ity’ should not be allowed to oppresg the 
smaller holders, nor should the latter be 
permitted to block development plans for 
the purpose of getting an exorbitant price 
for their shares. In the Rutland case it 
is understood that the committee demands 
‘the same price for its stock, as the New 
‘Haven is to pay: for the controlling inter- 
est. On this basis the New Haven might 
reconsider its decision and decide that 
the Rutland would not be a profitable in- 
vestment.

“Fhe fact that the trading on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday, was the smallest 
since July 17 of last year, when mid- 
summér dullness was upon the market, 
indicates sufficiently the extent to which 
even purely professional trading inter- 
est in the stock market has declined.

The gold export movement to South 
America, which was renewed on Satur- 
day with the engagement of $750,000 for 
shipment to Argentina, was enlarged yes- 
terday by further engagements which 
brought the total to go by the next 
steamer up to $1,000,000, These ship- 
ments are being made for Paris account, 
and represent the payment of obliga- 
tions of the Huropean markets to South 
America, which, for sake of conveni- 
ence, are being settled by shipments of 
gold from this city. The operation was 
without more than passing effect upon 
the exchange market, for as soon as the 
selling of bills drawn in connection with 
these gold shipments ‘was over, exchange 
rates rallied to their previous level. This 
further gold outflow may reach still 
larger figures, and in that event some 
substantial influence may be exerted 
on our own money market rates, but we 
are still‘some way from the level at which 
funds can be used as advantageously 
here as they still can be used abroad, 
Bids as high as 4% per cent, for thirty- 
day loans came from Germany yesterday, 
and some of the banks here were mak- 
ing advances to the German market on 
that basis. In addition to these loans 
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Price changes were light in Baltimore, 
but the tone of the market was firm. 
Trading was quiet except in Consolidated 
Power 4%s, which were in good and 
steady demand.

Frank T. Coffyn, who has been fiirting | 
with, the Statue of Liberty and perform: | 
ing turkey trots close to the clouds, gave 
another exhibition yesterday afternoon off 
the Battery, during which he volplaned 
three miles from @ height .of feet in 
the presence of thousands of spectators 
ashore and afloat. 

When 500 feet of the descent had been 
accomplished ata speed of 100 miles an 
hour, the automatic moving picture. ma- 
chine carried by Coffyn, with its two dy- 
namos,. weighing together seventy-five 
pounds, dropped off into the East River 
about. a quarter of a- mile north of the 
Manhattati Bridge, fortunately without 
hitting any of the river craft. It is esti- 
mated. that a weight of seventy-five 
pounds falling from a height df 1,000 feet 
would gather an of two tons. ‘This 
would go through the decks of any of the 
steamships through the roof of ary 
of the downtown buildings, it was sald.

It climbed slowly, and I attrib- 
uted it to the cold air near the waiter. So 
I steered ‘my way to Governors Island, 
expecting warmer currents there that 
would permit more rapid climbing. This 
idea worked out all right, and I. got up 
about 500 feet in maybe five minutes. 

Then I had to make a big circle almost to 
Staten Island to get another 500 feet. Ar- 
riving at an altitude of 1,000 feet, I head- 
ed the machine toward the bridges, climb- 
ing all the time. 

Just as I got over the northerly edge 
of Governors Veland the motor skipped a 
couple of times. I pitched the machine 
and dived about a hundred feet, by which 
time the missing cylinder picked up again.
